Severa! were arraigned this Scflions for receiv- 
ing of Fellouns and their goces , and harbouring 
of them in their houſes , contrary to the ſtatute in 
that caſe provided. 


You haye been already preſented with the Try- 


al and condemnarion of ſeveral MalefaQors, who . 
this laſt Seſſions had the ſentence of death paſſed 


upon them , where ſome are reprieved , and the 
reſt are executed this Wedneſday, the 21th. of this 
inſtant OFober ; it is that priveledge that the mer- 
cy of our Chriſtian Laws do allow to perſons in 
their conditions , that after judgement hath paſſed 
upon their bodies, ſeme care thould be taken for 


the good of their immortal fouls, nor could the 


pou charity exert it ſelf in more needful Of- 
ces, than to be helpful ro ſuch miſerable Crea- 
tures, in their laft cxigences under thoſe, pungent 
remorſes and confuſed agonies , that the Conſci-

ence of their paſt wickedneſs , and the ſence of an 
approaching fadpemiene muſt needs leave them : 
To this end is the Ordinary deputcd, to decal 
with-tnem in thetr laſt cenflit with che King of 
Terrors; and whoſe wholeſome advice is tobe to 
rife as poſtrema / abuls poſt Naufragium , the laſt 
help of cheir (hipwrak'd lives. This Gentleman , 
with other Miniſters that came in officiouſly ro 
give their afliſtance in this laſt work , were fre- 
quenely with the priſoners, during the ſpace be- 
rween tius condemnatien and execution , and as 
moſt ſuitable ro this preſent condition, did chiefly 
labour to make them apprehenſive of the miſera- 
ble account they ſtood in towards their offended 
Maker , whole glorious name they had diſhonor- 
cd, and whole Laws they had vislated , by their 
nefaudious crimes, and how neceſſary it was in 
prder to obtaining peace and abloJutien from 
him, and as they tendercd everlaſting welfare, 
thar they ſhould now unburden thejr. conſciences 
in a ſincere atid open confeſſion of alffthat wick- 
eenc(s that they hady been: guilty of give 
glory to God by'ſo doing thar beſides title more
